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FERRIS, MEMBER 
OF FREEHOLDERS, 
REFUSES 10 SIGN 
DISTRIGT PLAN 


Says Proposal Would 
Add Another Layer 
of Government With 
No Assurance of Tax 
Cuts. 


Dale Ferris, a member of the 
Metropolitan Board of Free- 
holders, said today he would 
not sign the proposal for a 
metropolitan district govern- 
ment that is being completed 
by the board for submission to 
the voters next Nov. 3. 


Ferris is business representa- 
tive of Teamsters’ Union Local 
604 and former chairman of 
the AFL-CIO Committee on 
Political Education. 

“I do not believe there is 
any plan for a district that 
could be written under state 
constitutional provisions that 1 
could support,” he said. 

Ferris said his chief objec- 
tion is that the district author- 
ity would be “another layer of 
government” requiring tax sup- 
port, without assurance that 
municipalities would cut their 
taxes in ratio to the public 
services taken over from them 
by the district. 

Backer of Rejected Plan. 

Ferris was one of the authors 
of the rejected plan for consol- 
idating St. Louis and St. Louis 
county under a single Zovern- 
ment, with the City of St. Louis 
and the 99 municipalities in 
the county to be abolished. 

The Board of Freeholders 
voted 10 to 9 last week for the 
rival plan for a proposed dis- 
trict agency to administer a 
limited number of public serv- 
ices in the city and county. 

Under the district plan, pres- 

ent local governments, although 
relieved of the responsibility 
for those services relinquished 
to the district authority, would 
retain their present powers

“I’m not sure what my posi- 
tion will be,” he said. “I’m 
either going to be 100 per cent 
for the proposal or I’m going 
to be against it” 

Richard D. Shewmaker, an 
attorney and a vigorous advo- 
cate of the defeated consolida- 
tion plan, declined again today 
to say whether he would sign 
the district proposal. The ninth 
member of the merger group, 
Russell Egan, could not be 
reached. He is vice president 
of the AFL-CIO St. Louis 
Labor Council. 

Could Change Mind. 

Ferris said that if he could 
be convinced “that the end re- 
sult of the district plan would 
be reduced taxes, | I would say 
OK to the plan.” 

“The eB provides for a 
tax of up to 50 cents on the 
$100 assessed value to finance 
the administration of the pro- 
posed district,” he said.

Florissant Policemen 
Give Pistols to Resi-

Two Florissant policemen 
turned over their revolvers to 
a man who had threatened an- 
other officer with a .38 caliber 
revolver, Florissant Police 
Chief Vernon Whitesides 
acknowledged today. 

The officers permitted the 
man to keep his revolver and 
did not arrest him, although a 
warrant had been issued. 

The man, Clement Steven 


Fisher, 31 years old, finally was 
arrested by St. Louis county 
police yesterday. He lives at 
1470 East Duchesne drive, Flor- 
issant. 


County police were called in 
several hours after Fisher fired 
a shot at three other Florissant 
officers through the door of 
his home when they attempted 
for a second time to serve the 
warrant. Fisher parricaded 
himself in his home over the 
weekend. 


When a Florissant patrol- 
man first was called to Fish- 
er’s home early Saturday, Fish- 
er met him at the door. Armed 
with a 38 caliber revolver, he 
ordered the patrolman away. 


After the patrolman _re- 
turned to headquarters, Sgt. 
James Bell and Patrolman Rob- 
ert Lee went to Fisher’s home. 
Fisher agreed to let them come 
in if they surrendered their 
weapons. 


Officer Drinks With Him. 


The officers gave Fisher 
their revolvers, Chief White- 
sides said. They stayed for 
two and one-half hours and 
Fisher drank heavily, he added. 
“Patrolman Lee does not drink 
but Sgt. Bell had a few drinks 
with him,” the chief said. 

This was done, Bell told the 
Post-Dispatch, in an effort to 
get Fisher “drunk enough to 
pass out.” The officers sug- 
gested to Fisher that he was 
getting tired and should get 
some sleep. After he agreed 
and started to undress, they 
took their guns and left, Chief 
Whitesides said. 

Bell said he was convinced 
Fisher was not mentally dis- 
turbed and did not consider 
him dangerous. A patrol car 
was assigned to drive past 
Fisher’s home periodically dur- 
ing the rest of the day to keep 
him under surveillance, White- 
sides said. 

A warrant from the prose- 
cuting attorney’s office, made 
out for “Clem Fisher,” was 
served on Fisher about noon 
Saturday but he refused to 
accept it, saying that was not 
his name. A “John Doe” war- 
rant charging Fisher with dis- 
playing a weapon was obtained 
later. 

Chief Whitesides said he 
learned Fisher left the house 
sometime Saturday and _ re- 
turned carly yesterday. The 
three officers then went to 
serve the warrant.

(AP)—Discoverer II is on the 
way down. It may have per- 
ished already, reported an Air 
Force spokesman. He said the 
shape of the satellite’s orbit 
indicated it would burn up in 
the atmosphere between 6 a.m. 
today and 9 a.m. tomorrow. 

Discoverer II was fired into 
a polar orbit April 13 from 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, 
150 miles north of here. It 
ejected its nose capsule over 
the Arctic. The cone still is 
being sought. 

Each orbit has been bringing 
the satellite closer to the alti- 
tude where the friction of 
thicker air will burn it up. Last 
night it was 150 miles from the 
earth at its closest point.

Former President Has 
Happy Day as Birth- 
place Is Turned Over 
to State.

3800 citizens turned out to 
catch a glimpse of their favor- 
ite celebrity or shake his hand. 
It was a great day for the Bar- |: 

For about 
eight hours it might have been 
the capital of the United States 
or at least of Missouri. 
Senator Stuart Symington 
was there, praising the name 
and the deeds of the former 
President who was born here 
in a six-room frame house al- 
most 75 years ago. 
Gov. James T. Blair had a 
part in the ceremony and 
there were Congressmen on 
hand, too. 

Undisputed Star. 
The undisputed star of the 
show was Harry S. Truman. 
From the moment he rode into 
town at 11:30 a.m., an hour 
earlier than expected, all eyes 
in Lamar were searching for 
him and all ears were strain- 
ing to catch his words. 
His first stop was the little 
house at the corner of West 
Eleventh and Truman street, 
the house of his birth. It was 
the first time he had seen it 
since 1934, and only the second 
time since he moved away 
permanently at the age of 11 
months. 
“It looks a little different 
than I remember it,” he 
quipped to Joseph Jaeger Jr., 
director of state parks, and Le- 
land Cox of Kansas City, a rep- 
resentative of the United Auto 
Workers, who accompanied him 
through the house. 

Truman made no secret of 
his pleasure at the restoration 
work. Purchased by the UAW 
in 1957 for $6000, the house 
has been furnished with nine- 
teenth century materials. A 
baby picture of Truman and a 
picture of his mother decorate 
the wall of one bedroom. 

In the ceremonies yesterday, 
the union gave the property to 
the state. 

‘Welcome Harry.’ 

Truman was only one of 
about 2000 persons to trudge 
through the house during the 
day. The line began forming 
early as Lamar, decked in red, 
white and blue “Welcome 
Harry” signs, began to swell 
with visitors.

Macmillan Flees to Woods 
When Tourists Invade Home

The rates for yardmas- 
ters and dining car employes 
vary according to the railroads 
for which they work. 

A 12 per cent increase has 
been asked by the Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Engineers, the 
Order of Railway Conductors 
and the Switechmen’s Union.

Staff Cuts Indicated. 

The provision acquired new 
significance after the Globe- 
Democrat sold its building and 
printing equipment to the Post- 
Dispatch and indicated that 
some employes would be 
dropped as unnecessary be- 
cause of the new arrangement. 
The Globe-Democrat will con- 
tinue as an independent news- 
paper on conclusion of the 
strike, with printing done by 
the Post-Dispatch under con- 
tract. 

In its complaint to the NLRB 
the Globe-Democrat asserted: 

“The Guild is insisting upon 
a provision in the agreement 
that no employe, whether for- 
merly on the payroll or whether 
hired after the execution of the 
agreement, may be terminated, 
where conditions may develop 
under which there is no work 
for such employe, without the 
fempeens approval of the Guild.” 


Richard H. Amberg, Globe- 
Democrat publisher, said no de- 
cision had been reached on 
whether the ruling would be 
appealed to the NLRB general 
counsel’s office in Washington. 

Commenting on the St, Louis 
office’s decision, he described 
it as “perfectly incomprehen- 
sible.” 

“The local office’ chose not | 
to recognize the clear law pro- 
nounced by the Seventh Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Chicago 
which stated that a union had 
no right to insist that a man 
must be paid when there is no 
work for him,” Amberg said. 
“They also failed to acknowl- 
edge that the offending para- 
graph was negotiated into our 
former contract in effect at 
gunpoint. 

“While we see little hope for 
America while agencies of gov- 
ernment make such preposter- 
ous decisions as this, refusing 
to recognize changing law and 
proper morals, the ruling will 
not in any way affect the 
Globe -Democrat’s determina- 
tion to embody the principle in 
its contract with the Guild set 
forth by the Seventh Circuit 
Court that we do not have to 
pay anyone for whom there is 
no work.” 

Guild Statement. 

The Newspaper Guild, in a 
statement issued today, said it

Greathouse said wage in- 
creases provided by the con- 
tracts will be 6 cents an hour 
or 2% per cent, whichever is 
greater, and _ retroactive to 
Sept. 1, 1958. He said that 
another wage increase of the 
same amount will be put into 
effect Sept. 14, 1959, and a 
third, for the same amount, 
Oct. 3, 1960. 

Other contract provisions, 
Greathouse said, include addi- 
tional benefits in the form of 
pensions and supplemental un- 
employment benefits, plus 
greater life, accident and health 
insurance coverage.

SOVIET DELAY STALLS 
SCIENTIST EXCHANGE

WASHINGTON, April 20 — 
Plans for an extensive ex- 
change of scientists between 
the United States and the So- 
viet Union have become stalled 
by an unexplained delay on 
the part of the Soviet Academy 
of Sciences. 

Three months have 
since the United States Nation- 
al Academy of Sciences pre- 


with detailed plans for an ex- 
change of scientists in several 
scientific fields. Thus far, the 
United States plans have been 
met with only silence from the 
Soviet Academy. 

United States Academy of- 
ficials are baffled because the 
Soviet officials originally ap- 
peared eager to arrange the 
scientific exchange. The Amer- 
icans do not know whether the 
Soviet silence reflects a slack- 
ening of interest in the scien- 
tific exchange or merely bu- 
reaucratic delays. 

Plans call ior more than 100 
Soviet scientists to come to the 
United: States for periods up 
to a year to deliver lectures, 
participate in seminars and en- 
gage in .actual research. A 
similar number of American 
scientists would go to the So- 
viet Union. 

The scientific exchange was 
agreed to in principle over a 
year ago. The details, how- 
ever, were left to the United 
States and Soviet Academies. 

Last fall, Dr. Detlev W.: 
Bronk, president of the United 
States Academy, went to Mos- 
cow to confer with Dr. Alek- 
sandr N. Nesmeyazov, president 
of the Soviet Academy. At 
that time the Saviet Academy 
presented a proposed list of 
fields of scientific research to 
be covered by the exchange. 

The United States Academy 
in mid-January outlined the 
scientific fields in which the 
United States was interested, 
how many American scientists 
would be sent and how the 
costs of the exchanges should 
be met. 

United States Academy of- 
ficials said that an acknowl- 
edgement of receipt of the plan 
was received shortly afterward, 
but since then there has been 
only silence.

Origins of Life. 

On its way to the moho, the 
boring will pierce a half-mile 
of sediment, presumably laid 
down since life first began in 
the primordial ocean. Cylin- 
drical cores of sediment, 
brought up as the drill bores 
down, should provide an evolu- 
tionary ladder of fossils. 

The cores should extend the 
history of plants and animals 
to their origins. Sediments 
hitherto within reach have pro-

Beneath the sediment should 
lie the original surface of the 
earth. This may be a moon- 
like array of craters and me- 
teoric debris holding clues to 
the origin of the earth and 
solar system. 

The cost of the program is 
estimated at “several million” 
dollars. New floating rigs for 
drilling oil wells have proved 
their worth in recent months. 
They have convinced those 
planning the project in the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences that 
the job can be done. 

Russian Project. 

The rewards should be com- 
parable to those gained by the 
scientific earth satellite pro- 
gram. Last September, the 
Soviet Academy of Sciences 
was reported to have appointed 
its own committee to study 
such a project. Hence the 
United States may be in “a race 
to the moho.” 

Moho is 20 or 30 miles un- 
der the continent, but below 
the ocean it is far shallower. 
North of Puerto Rico, on a 
slight rise in the ocean floor 
known as the outer ridge, it is 
only a few miles down. 


Although this is the first 


area to be studied closely as a 


possible site for the mohole, it 


is not the only one being con- 
sidered. There are sevéral in 
the Pacific ocean. 

The answers to these basic 
questions are being sought: 

1. What is the structure 
of the crust beneath this part 
of the ocean? 

2. Is it smooth, or broken 
up by erupted rocks? 

3. How far down is moho? 

4. Does superficial coring 
of the bottom sediment re- 
veal any fossils? 

Shells Dissolve. 

Sea water at the near-freez- 
ing temperature and extreme 
pressure of the greatest depth 
is thought to dissolve the shells 
and other remains of sea crea- 
tures. Hence the eternal rain 
of life-debris may never reach 
the ocean floor to leave its rec-

The study of the crustal 
structures will be carried out 
by teams of two or more ships 
stationed on lines as long as 
60 miles.

How to Elect A President 


The present method of electing 
residents by the electoral college 
s defective because the unit vote 
system does not necessarily rep- 
resent the will of the majority of 
the voters accurately. 

Under the present system the 
total votes of minority parties 
might actually add up to a major- 
ity of the popular vote and never- 
theless fail to effectuate the will 
of the majority, therefore, being 
essentially undemocratic. 

A Georgia Republican and a 
Vermont Democrat cannot make 
his vote for President count, In 
fact minority party members actu- 
ally aid the opposition since the 
number of electoral votes which 
&@ state casts is relative to the size 
of its population. 

For example, although in 1944 
Roosevelt received only about 10 

er cent more votes than Dewey 

New York State, he had the 
benefit of its total electoral vote. 
This system could break down if 
the people felt that they had been 

ved of victory because of 
faulty machinery. 

The election of a President by 
a vote which ignores state lines 
and without the interposition of 
the electoral college between the 
people and the successful candi- 
date would have much to com- 
mend it logically and would offer 
no serious mechanical difficulties. 


But for the pregent such a 
change is politically impossible as 
it would eliminate the states as 
political factors. 

The less populous Western 
states would oppose such a change 
lest the voters in the more popu- 
lous Northeastern states dominate 
» ged election. 

e Southern states would op- 

se it because it would compel 

hem to permit Negroes to vote 

so that these states might con- 

tinue the influence to which they 

would be entitled on the basis of 
their populations. 

The most reasonable proposal 
calls for a constitutional amend- 
mest eliminating the electoral 
college and providing for the di- 
vision of the electoral vote in di- 
rect proportion to the popular 
vote in each state, 

This method would minimize 
the possibility that the electoral 
vote would result in a different 
selection than the popular vote. 
In a time of crisis, both accuracy 
of representation and stability of 
government are vital, and reform 
of the electoral college would 
strengthen both these pillars of 
our democracy.

The Democrat from the North- 
west stated that hearings on the way the Na- 
tional Security Council does its work have 
been authorized by the Senate Government 
Operations Committee. : 

An inquiry into the National Security Coun- 
cil is an inquiry 
at its highest level. It is an inquiry also into 
the most sensitive work the Federal Govern- 
ment, at that highest level, does. 

President Eisenhower and Vice President 
Nixon both are members of the National 
Security Council. So, too, are the Secretary 
of State and the Secretary of Defense, now 
Christian A. Herter and Neil H. McElroy. The 
fifth member is the Director of the Office 
of Defense Mobilization. 

~*~ * * 

There is little likelihood of overstating the 
gravity of the responsibility that rests on the 
men who sit around the Security Council’s 
table. James S. Lay Jr., who has served as 
the Council’s executive secretary, sums it up 
this way: 

The duties of the Council are to assess 
and appraise the objectives, commitments, : 
and risks of the United States in relation to 
its actual and potential military power, in 
the interest of national security, for the pur- 
— of making recommendations to the 

resident; and consider policies on mat- 
ters of common interest to the departments 
and agencies of the Government concerned 


with the national security, and to make 
recommendations to the President. 


In addition to these serious duties, the Se- 
curity Council is responsible for the direction 
of the Central Intelligence Agency. Congress 
has been dissatisfied for several years with 
some of the work of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. While the CIA has never been inves- 
tigated, Senator Mansfield of Montana and 
others have proposed that it be given a 
watch-dog committee. 

How are things going at. the Security Coun- 
cil? If we may believe what Senator Jackson 
said to key Government officials at the War 
College, not at all as well as they should be 
going. He said that policy proposals prepared 
by the Security Council staff “mean all things 
to all men.” He said these policy statements 
are “so ambiguous” because of compromises 
that “the issues must all be renegotiated 
when the situation to which they are sup- 
posed to apply actually arises.” 

* + ~ 


Senator Jackson believes that the Security 
Council is producing a result almost the op- 
posite of that intended by. Congress. Instead 
of being the means for co-ordinating de- 
partmental planning for security, the current 
Sécurity Council “actually stultifies true cre- 
ative effort in the executive branch.” He 
finds further that the departments “are even 
discouraged from trying” to generate new 
ideas and to have contacts with other depart- 
ments. 

Since Senator Jackson is a member of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, the Senate 
Government Operations Committee and the 
Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, he should 
have a sound basis for his criticism. We hope 
the hearings are well planned and searchingly 
conducted. The stakes are too great for any- 
thing but the most purposeful, constructive, 
nonpartisan inquiry. 


One Who Remains 


The change in the office of Secretary of 
State, which promises to see Christian A. Her- 
ter confirmed and installed within the next 
few days, leaves just two of the charter mem- 
bers of the Eisenhower Cabinet in their posts. 
Labor, Interior, Treasury, Defense, Justice 
and Commerce have all had one replacement 
and Health, Education and Welfare’ has had 
two. Only the Postoffice and Agriculture De- 
partments are still under the President’s orig- 
inal choices. That Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield of Michigan should have sur- 
vived is not surprising. He is an experienced 
politician in a post usually assigned to a poli- 
tician. But it it remarkable that a last sur- 
vivor should be Ezra Taft Benson of Utah 
around whom sprouted such a bumper crop 
of Farm Belt denunciation six years ago that 
he was widely tagged as “the first Eisen- 
hower Cabinet casualty.” 


As Shown by Lipstick 


Those skeptics who persist in their doubts 
about IQ’s and other psychological indicators 
may be glad to hear that the ninth graders of 
today are as mature as the eleventh and 
twelfth graders of 20 years ago, as measured 
by lipstick. 

This finding was reported by Dr. Mary 
Cover Jones of the University of California 
after comparative tests of contemporary jun- 
ior high school youngsters and their predeces- 
sors. “Lipstick symbolizes as well as any one 
specific item could,” says Dr. Jones, “the 
sensitization in early adolescence toward a 
new sex role and toward growing up.” Today 
many more girls use lipstick and many more 
boys approve its use than did two decades ago. 

But let there be no alarms about a new 
“scarlet generation.” Today’s youngsters also 
take a greater interest in religion, do more 
home work, are more tidy and self-sufficient, 
care more about politics and are much more 
tolerant. In short, the young are the hope of 
the future, even measured by lipstick. 


Sharing the Atomic Patents 


In the interest of averting a private monop- 
oly in this potent new source of electric 
power, the Atomic Energy Commission has 
acted wisely in recommending a five-year 
extension of a law compelling holders of 
nuclear patents to share them. 

It is true that exclusive rights to patents 
provide an incentive which may be useful 
generally, but the nuclear industry is an ex- 
ceptional case. It began of necessity as a 
Government monopoly because Government 
alone had the money, the resources and the 
incentives to produce and harness atomic 
fission. What is going on now is an attempt 
to weplace Government monopoly with a com- 
bination of Government enterprise and pri- 
vate enterprise in which neither would 
monopolize. - 

The private electric power industry has 
not made this effort easy. All its efforts have 
been directed toward taking over the monop- 
oly for its own, and it has resisted every ef- 
fort to enable the Government to put its 
atomic investment to use producing electric 

wer.

Since 
the voter can say Yes or No only to the full 
13-cent rise, should he deny the schools what 
they appear to need merely because they have 
asked for too much? In our judgment the 
citizen will have to say Yes if he wants to 
avoid having a patronage-minded Board with 


huge political debts cut costs at the expense | 


of the children. 

Had the Board called the tax election for 
April 7 when the regular school and munic- 
ipal elections were held, taxpayers would 
have enjoyed more latitude in the decision- 
making process and they would have saved 
the $100,000 that the special tax election 
is costing. They could have said No and 
forced the Board to submit a more realistic 
levy at another election. 

This possibility does not exist now because 
the school levy must be certified to the City 
Assessor by May 15 and there is not sufficient 
time between now and then for the Election 
Board to prepare for and conduct another 
tax election. 

Under the circumstances there is nothing 
much the voter can do but give the schools 
authority to levy $1.64 and then hope that 
the Board will actually call for somewhat less. 
The Board would be well advised to do that— 
and to end political exploitation of the build- 
ing department as well—if it wants to retain 
voter consent for adequate instruction ex- 
penditures. 


The First Round 


Under Attorney General Rogers, the Jus- 
tice Department is going right ahead with 
its program to protect voting rights of Ne- 
groes in the South. It is not being dissuaded 


,in the least by the first two rulings in federal 


district courts—both adverse to the 1957 Civil 
Rights Act. 

Last Thursday Judge T. Hoyt Davis, sitting 
at Macon, Ga., held the law unconstitutional 


. in its grant of power to the Attorney General 


to seek injunctions against those who inter- 
fere with voting rights in state elections. 
Some six weeks ago Judge Frank M. John- 
son Jr., at Montgomery, Ala., dismissed a 
somewhat similar proceeding against the re- 
signed election registrars of Macon county, 
Ala. Both rulings are being appealed, that 
in Georgia directly to the Supreme Court be- 
cause in it the lower court dealt with the 
issue of constitutionality. 

The Justice Department stand is 1000 per 
cent right. Decision in Southern district 
courts constitute only the first round. The 
country will want to know that the Supreme 
Court says about the first civil rights enact- 
ment of Congress in more than 80 years. 


An Old Texas Custom 


Senate Majority Leader Johnson, who cuts 
quite a swath in Washington, is not without 
his influence down there among the yellow 
roses of Texas. In fact, a bill in progress in 
the Legislature at Austin is already known 
as the “state-aid-to-Johnson bill.” 

It all stems from the fact that Lyndon 
Johnson has his eyes on two offices next year. 
One office is the senior senatorship from 
Texas which he fills so adroitly. The other is 
the presidency, for which he quite obviously 
would like to be nominated by the Demo- 
cratic convention in Los Angeles. 

What the lawmakers in Texas did was to 
amend a bill, movipg up the date of the state 
primary, so as to provide that any nominee 
for statewide office who “subsequently re- 
ceives the nomination for President” shall 
appear twice on the November ballot—once 
for the state office for which he was nominat- 
ed and once for President. As soon as this bill 
becomes law Senator Johnson can run for 
President without the slighest risk of losing 
his seat in Congress in the process. 

This repeats somewhat at least a bit of 
Texas political history, now pretty much for- 
gotten. Back in 1932, John Nance Garner of 
Texas was nominated for Vice President as 
running mate to Franklin D. Roosevelt. But 
Mr. Garner had no intention of rashly giving 
up his seat in the House of Representatives, 
where he was then serving as Speaker. So 
he had his name for Congressman on the bal- 
lot in his home district in Texas and for Vice 
President over the country. He was elected 
to both offices ‘and held onto his House seat 
until a matter of seconds before he was sworn 
in as Vice President. 

From the Garner story and the touching en- 
actment at Austin for Lyndon Johnson, we 
conclude that Texans are cautious in politics, 
that they cover their bets and that you do 
not catch them giying up something sure 
for something less s0.

Prune-Nut Whip With Custard Sauce

PREPARATIONS ARE well under way in many St. ‘shes more tempting. 
Louis homes for the Passover holiday, Jewish festival of 
liberty and freedom, which starts Wednesday. Tradi- 
tional ‘Passover dietary restrictions challenge the ingenu- 
ity of the homemaker during the observance of one of 
the oldest of Jewish holidays, despite the fact that each 
year her task becomes easier with the addition of new 
items in Passover displays in food stores. 


On this page she will find 
a collection of recipes de- 
veloped especially to help 
her provide her family with 
interesting and nutritious 
dishes prepared in accord- 
ance with requirements of 
special Passover dietary 
laws. May they add pleasure 
to the celebration of this im- 
portant holiday period. 
Frosted Beef Loaf. 
Two pounds ground beef. 


Three-fourths cup matzo 
meal, 


One-half cup tomato and 
mushroom sauce. 

Two eggs, slightly beaten. 

One-half cup minced 
onion. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon 
pepper. 

Three pounds (nine me- 
dium) potatoes, cooked. 

Five tablespoons chicken 
fat. 

One-third cup condensed 
clear chicken soup, heated. 
One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pep- 
per. 

Combine ground beef 
with next six ingredients. 
Pack into a well greased 
loaf pan and bake in a mod- 
erate oven (350 degrees) for 
one hour. 

Unmold onto a baking 
sheet or heat-proof platter. 

Mash potatoes and whip 
with fat, soup and season- 
ings, Spread top and sides 
of beef loaf with this mix- 
ture. Brush lightly with 
chicken fat and place in a 
moderate oven for 15 to 20 
minutes or until lightly 
browned.

The dietary restrictions 
observed during the Pass- 
over holidays reduce the in- 
take of thiamine, an im- 
portant B-vitamin found in 
enriched bread—one of the 
restricted foods. 

The homemaker can make 
up for this lack if she in- 
cludes plenty of green veg- 
etables, milk and fish in her 
Passover menus. 

Salmon, for example, is a 
good source of thiamine. 
For a Passover company 
dinner, broil or bake the 
fish then add a gourmet 
touch with a Souffle Fish 
Sauce. This savory sauce 
(made with cream cheese, 
lemon juice and eggs) can 
be prepared while the fish 
is baking. It also can add 
zest to baked halibut, 
poached whitefish, cod and 
broiled fillets.

NEW MOVE BY US. 
TO DEPORT EX-RED 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 20 
(UPI)—The Immigration Serv- 
ice today ordered William 
Heikkila,. former Communist, 
deported to his native Finland. 

Heikkila, 53 years old, a one- 
armed draftsman, was the cen- 
ter of international controversy 
a year ago when immigration 
agents seized him on San Fran- 
cisco streets and deported him 
while his case was pending in 
federal courts. 

The public protest was so 
great that the Immigration 
Service paid for Heikkila’s re- 
turn from Helsinki to the 
United States for further judi- 
cial proceedings. 

But while Heikkila’s case 
was being considered by the 
United States Court of Appeal, 
the service began a new .and 
separate proceeding to expel 
him from the country. 

This effort was called “ex- 
clusion proceeding” and was 
based on the fact that Heikkila 
was readmitted to the United 
States last April 25 without the 
usual “inspection.” 

Today’s order followed 
months of hearings in the “ex-

WASHINGTON, April 20 
(AP) — Business inventories 
scored a sizable advance in the 
last three months but still did 
not keep pace with increased 
sales, the government reported 
today. 

First quarter inventory fig- 
ures will not available for a 
month. The Commerce Depart- 
ment based its report on ap- 
parent trends. 

The department said the first 
quarter results will show the 
first rise in non-farm inven- 
tories in more than a year. 
However, it said the ratio of 
stocks to sales declined further 
because sales increased faster 
than inventories. 


Working Capital Gains. 


In a separate report the 
Securities ‘and Exchange Com- 
mission said U.S. corporations 
increased their working capital 
by $2,700,000,000 in the final 
quarter of 1958. This was more 
than in any other three month 
period since the first quarter of 
1956. 

For all of 1958, working 
capital was up $8,100,000,000 
to a record $119,800,000,000. 
This was nearly double the 
1957 increase. Current assets 
of corporations increased by 
$1,700,000,000 during 1958 
while current liabilities fell by 
$6,400,000,000. The report did 
not cover banks and insurance 
companies. 

Inventory liquidation hit a 
recession high early in 1958 
and continued through the 
year, but at a reduced rate as 
business improved. 

The first quarter increase in 
stocks centered in durable 
goods at the. manufacuturing 
level.

From College Professor to Lion Trainer

NEW YORK, April 20. 

GEORGE JACOB KELLER 
hag fulfilled his life’s ambition. 
At the age of 62 the retired 
college professor is a full- 
fledged lion trainer with the 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & 
Bailey circus. 

Prof. Keller’s delight is com- 
pounded by the fact that he 
can demonstrate the advan- 
tages of a progressive type of 
big cat education, an attitude 
towards education he picked 
up when he learned to teach 
at Columbia University’s Teach- 
ers college. 


One of the three simulta- 
neous animal acts which open 
this year’s circus is billed as 
“Professor Keller and His Wild 
Animals.” The title of “Pro- 
fessor” is a fairly common one 
in circuses, cheerfully con- 
ferred on the most tenuous 
ew But not Prof: Kel- 
er’s. 


He earned his degree of 
bachelor of science in educa- 
tion from Columbia Univer- 
sity’s Teachers college in 
1921, and his master’s degree 
from Bucknell. From 1921 to 
1950 he taught art at the State 
Teacher's college in his native 
town of Bloomsburg, Pa., where 
he was also at one time dean 
of men and later head of the 
fine arts department until he 
retired in 1950. 

For two years, 1920-21, he 
also taught at Horace Mann 
school, then run for experi- 
mental purposes by Columbia. 
A spokesman for Teachers 
college confirmed these facts 
and added the opinion that a 
shift from teaching to animal 
training “doesn’t sound as 
such a great change to make.” 


Wild animal training, the 
professor explained before a 
matinee performance at Mad- 
ison Square Garden, has n 
his life’s true ambition from 
boyhood. At the age of 15 he 
and his brothers organized the 
“Keller Brothers Wild West 
Circus and Animal Show” in 
Bloomsburg. It ran for one 
week each year for six years. 


“We would go down to the 
city dump and net a bunch 
of tough alley cats,” he ex- 
plained, “then shave them 
except for a ruff around the 
neck and a tuft on the tail. 
We would teach them to 
jump through fiery hoops, 
walk the tight rope and sit 
on top of milk bottles.” 

“You can’t try to teach this 
sort of thing to a house cat 
who has already learned how 
easy as it is to train people,”

the professor added, “but 
you can get an alley cat to 
learn and you can get a real 
big cat to learn if you teach 
hinr to respect you.” 


His father did not think 
much of the circus as a career 
“and so I was shipped off to 
Columbia and one teaching 
thing led to another.”

When he retired eight years 
ago he went into animal train- 
ing on a full-time basis, and 
this year finally reached the 
oe. at Ringling’s. 

e professor uses a 
pistol and a whip to cue his 
animals when they enter and 
leave the cage, but he soon 

the weapons to an as- 

sistant outside the cage, 
on white kid gloves, and 
onstrates his “progressive edu- 
cation”—in which he simp 
waves his charges through the 
routines. 

“It’s the same as with hu- 
man beings,” he said, “You let 
the animal express itself in a 
natural way but you teach him 
the right time and place for 
the expression.” 

Teaching animals, he added, 
is easier than teaching 
youngsters. The beasts, he re- 
ports, are “more co-operative 
than 90 per cent of the kids,” 

“The cat comes in, he is 
obedient and takes his seat un- 
til he is ready to recite—TI 
mean perform. At least they 
have respect for you.” 

The professor does not use 
force with his animals, “but 
they know I can chastise them.” 

The most effective form of 
punishment, he explains, is to 
omit a recalcitrant cat’s dally 
meal, or to delay the return to 
the coveted privacy of its own 


cage. 

“They know they have done 
wrong ” he explains, “and 
next day they are more than 
willing to please.”

The latter created Gomplica- 
tions. How were the couple to 
live after marriage? Contrary 
to general belief, the Princess 
is not a rich woman in her 
own right. She has inherited 
money from both her grand- 
mother, Queen Mary, and her 
father. But the income from 
this capital would not have 
been sufficient for the newly 
married couple to live on the 
lavish scale to which Margaret 
had been accustomed. 

The Queen had to point out 
to her sister that Townsend 
was an officer serving in the 
Royal Air Force, dependent 
largely on his service pay and 
allowances. He had no other 
job and had been trained for 
none. If he married the Prin- 
cess, it might be embarrassing 
for both of them if he stayed 
on in the Air Force. But what 
would he do if he retired from 
the service? These were un- 
pleasant truths, but they had 
to be faced. 

Further, it seemed difficult 
to see how the couple could 
live in England—at least for 
some while—after their mar- 
riage. Many complications 
would arise. Townsend, as a 
divorced man, could not go 
into the Royal Enclosure at 
Ascot. Nor could he attend 
state banquets at the Palace 
if the Queen wished to invite 
her sister. 


And yet, in spite of all 
these obstacles, the Princess 
had to tell her sister and 
brother-in-law that she was 
too deeply in love with Town- 
send to give him up. 


Thus began a new week of 
suspense for the people. 

On Monday afternoon Town- 
send spent 90 minutes with the 
Princess alone at Clarence 
House. Presumably she told 
him what had passed between 
her and her sister and brother- 
in-law. It is my belief Town- 
send now began to have doubts 
about the wisdom of their con- 
templated marriage. Had he 
the right to ask the Princess, 
born of royal estate, to give it 
all up and become an ordinary 
woman? 

There was one more argu- 
ment. That morning, the fact 
that the Princess could not 
have her royal cake and eat it 
too, had been brought home to 
her with the force of a thun- 
derbolt. When she opened her 
Times—which up to then had 
maintained a stern silence on 
her romance — she read that 
wedlock with a divorced man 
would mean her “entering into 


a union which vast numbers of | 


her sister’s people, all sin- 
cerely anxious for her life-long 
happiness, cannot in all con- 
science regard as a marriage.” 

To the troubled Princess and 
Peter Townsend, it was small 
comfort that there were some 
who tried to dismiss the whole 
matter as a moss-backed ana- 
chronism. 

On Monday evening, for the 
fourth time, the Princess and 
Townsend dined with friends. 

The next afternoon Town- 
send again went to Clarence 
House, Again Margaret and 
Townsend spent the afternoon 
discussing their situation. And 
again there was no final deci- 
sion. But the Princess was. un- 
doubtedly beginning to waver. 
. Wednesday, Oct. 26, was the 
day of decision. There was 
no chance that Parliament 
would make the Princess's lot 
easier by amending the Royal 
Marriages act as to eliminate 
the necessity of a choice. The 
alternatives before the Prin- 
cess—and, of course, Townsend 
—had become hard and clear. 
The hour had come for a pain- 
ful choice. 

Just before 6 o’clock in the 
evening—20 minutes after the 
Princess arrived home from a 
visit to Seaford, followed by

When he went to this meeting 
he must have been convinced 
that their marriage was not a 
workable proposition. The 
Princess was, surely, equally 
convinced. 

This must have been the 
most distressing 90 minutes 
that this young couple would 
ever be called upon to have to- 
gether. No longer could the 
decision be postponed. To do 
so could only embarrass the 
Princess's family. 

The couple at last recognized 
it was not in the best interests 
of the Crown and of the Prin- 
cess for the marriage to take 

lace. The obstacles seemed 
nsurmountable. The ultimate 
decision had to be that final 
conclusion. 


' 

At the end of 90 minutes 
the marriage was off. If this 
distressed pair were near 
Hs ge it would not be surpris- 


After a few minutes, the 
Queen Mother was asked to 
join them. They told her of 
their brave decision. And that 
night the Princess’ sister, the 
Queen, knew when all the 
royal family went to a. state 
dinner at the Portuguese Em- 
bassy that Princess Margaret 
had chosen the path of duty. 

But, even though the Prin- 
cess and Townsend had taken 
the decision which so many had 
prayed for, there still was in 
their decision a condition which 
filled the family with appre- 
hension. The Princess insisted 
on issuing a communique 
which would make it clear to 
all the world that she loved 
Townsend and that she would 
always love ‘him. Further, she 
insisted that she and Town- 
send should spend one more 

weekend in a friend’s house 

before they parted. 
The latter proposal was 


agreed to and it was further 


agreed that the ideal family 
for them to stay with should 
be Lord Rupert Nevill and his 
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wife—friends of both the royal 
family and Townsend—at Uck- 
field in Sussex. 

But the battle over the state- 
ment by the neess was not 
over and was to continue for 
many days.. 

The following afternoon, 
Thursday, Princess Margaret 
drove to Lambeth Palace to 
see the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, Dr. Geoffry Fisher.

Until the early hours of the 
morning the two talked about 
the wording of the communique. 
Sentences were scribbled on 
pieces of paper, only to be 
torn up. But at last they 
agreed on what they would say. 
Most of the words were writ- 
ten by Townsend, who, in mo- 
ments of deep emotion, has a 
flair for the right phrase.

Sunday evening was the last 
evening that the Princess and 
Townsend were to spend alone. 
She played the piano to him 
and again they talked. After- 
ward, friends of the royal 
family said the Princess made 
a promise to Townsend which 
explains so much of what has 
happened since. The Princess 
said she was too deeply ih love 
with him ever to marry any- 
one else. 


There is no reason to believe 
Townsend accepted such a. 
promise. It would not have 
been fair of him to ask her to 
remain unmarried. And, as 
proof of this, he left England 
for two years. By doing so, he 
gave her complete freedom; he 
could not be accused of inter- 
ferimg in her life in any way. 


‘The Princess agreed that in 
order to satisfy public opinion 
it was better that he go away. 


On Monday morning the 
Princess drove back to London 
and shortly afterward Town- 
send went too. 


Shortly after teatime the 
Princess issued her. statement 
of simple dignity and sincerity, 
and also of remarkable candor.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Housing for Elderly 


NEW YORK, April 20. 


CONGRESSMAN WRIGHT PATMAN informs me that 
under the present building law, philanthropic groups may 
sponsor projects to acquire existing buildings and convert 
them into the kind of housing that would be comfortable 
and convenient for older people in a particular commu- 
nity. 

This law is available to be utilized by interested per- 
sons and organizations. On Aug. 27, 1956, amendments to 
the National Housing Act became effective making special 
provisions for FHA mortgage insurance on housing to be 
occupied by elderly people. Out of this has grown the FHA 
program of housing for the elderly. It provides for liberal 
financing terms for individual home ownership and mort- 
gage insurance to enable non-profit organizations to de- 
velop either new or rehabilitated multi-family rental ac- 
commodations’ designed especially for older people. 


My personal view is that this legislation 
should be coupled with legislation permitting 
building for young people with children. When 
traveling in Sweden, some years ago, I noticed that 
often housing for the elderly would be built on one 
side of a small square or park, while on the two 
other sides there would be housing for young fam- 
ilies. This has many advantages, I believe. The 
old, for one, need to be near the young. They can 
also help the young mothers by baby-sitting in the 
park or at home while the mothers attend to their 
work or do the family shopping. I thought this 
Swedish arrangement a very good idea, and I hope 
it will not be forgotten when our own people are 
giving more thought to the housing problem.

Will artificial planets always be invisible? Dr. Fred L. Whipple thinks not.

satellite, he believes, might be easily visible.

NOW THAT both the United 
States and Russia have 
launched an object to circle 
the sun, laymen have been ask- 
ing space scientists: Under 
what conditions can these ob- 
jects be seen? 

As matters stand now, the 
objects are so small and re- 
flect sunlight so poorly that, 
at such great distances, they 
are simply invisible. 


What is the possibility of 


sending up a planetary probe - 


bright enough to be visible? 

Dr. Fred L.. Whipple, direc- 
tor of the Smithsonian Astro- 
physical Observatory, has made 
a study of what is required for 
a probe to be seen at planetary 
distances. 

Let’s start first, however, 
with Vanguard. This 20-inch 
polished magnesium satellite at 
an altitude of 200 miles will 
appear like a sixth magnitude 
object at its brightest. (A sixth 
magnitude star is just barely 
visible to the naked eye under 
the most ideal conditions.)

miles — the brightness falls 
off by a factor of over a mil- 
lion. This, in astronomical 
language, is a loss of about 15 
magnitudes. The sphere at the 
moon’s distance would be of 
the twenty-first magnitude, 
and thus could barely be pho- 
tographed by the 200-inch Hale 
telescope. 

Obviously no ordinary satel- 
lite — even of the large Rus- 
sian variety — will be visible 
after it passes the moon. 


What about objects circling 
the sun? When the earth and 
the object are on opposite sides 
of the sun, the distance be- 
tween them may be some 200,- 
000,000 miles, Visibility would 
seem out of the question. 


BUT SPACE SCIENTISTS 
are not so sure. They ask: 
What can we put into space 
to enable us to see objects 
moving around the sun, or — 
more important, perhaps — to 


visually guide planetary probes 
so they reach their destina- 
tion? 

Some of these answers are 
now available. 

Dr. . Whipple images a flat 
circular mirror at the distance 
of a planet. One 16 feet in 
diameter would be bright 
enough to be photographed. 

Dr. Whipple believes it could 
be fashioned of metal foil and 
mounted on a space vehicle to 
reflect sunlight to the earth. 

The mirror at about 30,000,- 
000 miles from the earth and 
reflecting sunlight will have a 
brightness of magnitude 13.3. 


This could be easily photo- 
graphed with a telescope with 
lenses of eight inches or over. 

The investigations of Dr. 
Whipple indicate that it may 
be possible to follow probes to 
the planets. If so, they can 
be guided to land on the planet 
or circle it in a desired path.
